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FROM THE DIRECTOR'S DESK 

From time to time, people have asked me to 
write about abduction cases; so I have decided to write 
about some of the more unusual aspects of the 
phenomenon. We all have heard the same stories over 
and over again about people being removed from their 
environment and undergoing intrusive medical 
examinations - we have gone over that ground 
thoroughly. What I am looking for are those tidbits of 
information that can take us a little fanher. I am still of 
the opinion that we are dealing with more than one 
phenomenon . . . some of which is physical and some 
of which is non-physical . . . but both valid contact 
experiences. I found it interesting that an article from 
Australia (in the last MUFON Journals mentioned the 
fact that in U.S. abduction cases researchers have a 
tendency to overlook or play down the psychic or 
paranormal aspects of the case. 

One story I will pass along to you is of a case 
where three friends (two women and a man) were 
sleeping in the same house. The man was in a separate 
bedroom, and the two women were in the same room 
(but in different beds). During the middle of the night, 
one of the women cried out to the man for help When 
he came running into the women's bedroom, he saw to 
his surprise and amazement the other woman's bed 
bathed in a greenish blue light from an unknown 
source. The woman was in some sort of trance with 
her back half-propped up at a 45** angle. The man and 
the other woman stood in utter amazement and just 
watched this scene. Then the light disappeared, and 
the woman who was in the trance awoke. What 
followed was a description by the woman of an alien 
encounter. She said that the ceiling opened up, the 
greys came into her room and were at the foot of her 
bed. She felt her body rise to a 45** angle, and she 
proceeded to converse with them. The two friends 
heard her mumble something during that time but could 
not understand what she said. They all did see the 
strange light, however. 

Another case f heard of recently involved a little 
girl going into her mother's bedroom in the middle of the 
night to find her mother gone. She then searched the 
rest of the house looking for her mother. After a 
thorough search, she went back to her mother's room 
to find her back in bed in a deep sleep. The mother has 
had many previous abduction experience. 


The last case I will include here is short but has 
a very unusual aspect. In this case, a woman woke up 
in the middle of the night and saw a bunch of greys 
reflected in a mirror in her bedroom. Yet when she 
looked directly around the room, she could see nothing. 
She was only able to see them in the mirror. Sound 
impossible? Not really, if you look at it from a different 
perspective. Mystics have used mirrors to make 
paranormal contact for centuries. Dr. Raymond Moody, 
the researcher of near death experiences, is using 
mirrors in his current research. 

I bring up these cases because I feel strongly 
that we must look at all aspects of this phenomenon. 
If we expand our minds to all the questions, we might 
be able to expand our minds to all the answers.

WASHINGTON — A supposed 
-alien spacecraft discovered near Ros¬ 
well, N.M., 47 yeais ago likely was a 
secirt Aimy Air Forces balloon 
designed to monitor Soviet nuclear 
testing, the Air Force concluded 
Thur^y. 

The Air Force, in a report on the 


'^Roswell Incident/' said a wave of

The July 1947 discovery of wreck¬ 
age on a ranch near Roswell has been 
at the center of longstanding disputes

The Air Force began its investiga¬ 
tion earlier this year amid charges that 
it was covering up the Crutlt

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I-beams with strange (narkmgs on 
them. A local newspaper at the time 
reported: "Air Force Captures Flying 
Saucer on Ranch/’ 

'*The Air Force research did not 
locate or develop any infonnatioD that 
the 'Roswell Incident* was a IfFO 
event,” wrote CoL Richard Weaver, 
author of the report. "The most likely 
source of the wreckage ... was from 
Project Mogul balloon nins/* 

Although it fleets UFO and alien 
theories, the report nevenheJess sug¬ 
gests an interesting ancestry to the 
Roswell wreckage. 

Project Mogul was a top-secret 
venture to develop balloons that would 
carry seising deviem aloft and alert 
the U.S. military to any Soviet nuclear 
tests. It was a high priority at a time 
when the govemment was concerned 
that its monopoly on nuclear weapons 
might be threatened. 

The Roswell Incident also occurred 
amid a so-called UFO wave, a surge of 
interest in unidentified flying saucen, 
presumably from other g^axies. Soon 
after the incident, officials in what was 
then the Army Air Forces dismissed 
the flying-saucer speculation, saying 
that the wreckage found near Roswell 
was that of a weather balloon. 

There the matter stood until 1978, 
when the supermarket tabloid Na- 
done! Enquirer reponed that Maj. 
Jesse Marcel, the Army Air Forces

intelligence ofbeer who brought in the 
wreckage, claimed he had discovered 
UFO debris. 

A series of books followed that 
advanced the UFO theory and accused 
the Air Force of a cover-up. 

The Robert Stack-host^ tekviskm 
show Unsolved ^Tysteries aired a 
recreatioD of the Roswdl incident, and 
other television shows followed suit. 

"From the rather benign descri^ 
tioD of the 'event' and the recovery of 
some material as described in the 
originai newspaper accounts, the 'Ros¬ 
well Incident' has since grown to 
mythical, if not metical, proper* 
lions,” Weaver wrote in the Air Force 
repon.

UFO SIGHTING IN CHANDLER 

I received a telephone call from Tom Taylor on 
Monday, August 8, at approximately 4:15 p.m. in which 
he asked me to follow up on a call recorded on the 
MUFON Hotline which might have been to report either 
a crash or a landing. There were two calls. The first 
call reported the happening as "last week, about a week 
ago," and left no name or phone number. The second 
call that same day was left by "Alice" (pseudonym to 
protect privacy). I agreed to call her back and find out 
what I could. 

After finding a map of the Valley, I called "Alice" 
at approximately 5 p.m. I found the number was that 
of a new age bookstore and that "Alice" had left at 3 
p.m., but she would be in the next day. The next 
morning, at approximately 11:30 a.m., I was able to 
contact "Alice." She told me a man had come into the 
bookstore earlier and said that his wife, a schoolteacher 
and Sunday School teacher, was running one morning 
(as was her habit) between 3 and 5 a.m. He had stated 
that during the prior week on a Wednesday or Thursday 
(making it August 4 or 5), while running in the vicinity 
of Ray Road, his wife had seen two UFOs landing. 
They had lights light blue in color which flashed red, 
then blue again, and they seemed to lower down into an 
excavation being built for water retention. 

"Alice" was quite busy with customers at the 
bookstore, so she was only able to give me a brief 
outline of her meeting with the man who made the 
report. I later called her back, and this time she said 
that the sighting had taken place prior to the time last 
reported, which would have changed the date to July 
27 or 28. The man making the report told "Alice" that 
his wife did not tell him right away - it was a few days 
before she mentioned it to him. He said she did not 
want to discuss it further with him and wanted no one 
else talking about it. She is fearful. 

The location of the sighting, according to "Alice" 
from what she was told, was south of Ray Road and 
east of Price in Chandler, in a field (either "in" or 
"beyond" a field). There was an excavation being dug 
in or beyond that field for some kind of water retention. 
The observer had watched two UFOs for about 10 
minutes. One seemed to be larger than the other. Both 
hovered, glowing blue, then flashing red, and they 
dropped down behind the trees toward the excavation; 
they then turned blue again as they dropped below the 
trees and into the hole to the water retainer. (I did not 
ask if there was water in the excavation.) The observer 
waited for about 5 minutes to see if they would 
reappear. When they did not, she continued on her run. 

"Alice" asked the man if his wife had mentioned 
experiencing any lost time, to which he replied "no." I 
asked "Alice" to ask the man to call me if she saw him 
again (she had earlier stated that she had never seen 
the man before or after he related his story to her). 

The man called my house on August 11 at 
approximately 4:30 p.m. Unfortunately, I was not 
home, but he spoke with my son, who relayed to me 



that the man had said there were other witnesses to the 
sighting and that a family had seen the objects. The 
man never called back to speak with me personally. 

Following the August MUFON*AZ meeting, a 
friend and I decided to go to Chandler to look at the 
site. Along Ray Road toward Price there is a 
walkway/sidewalk which a runner could conceivably 
use. The most likely 'south of Ray and east of Price* 
site is a subdivision called 'Crystal Bay* which is being 
excavated with residential buildings being erected. 
There is an unfinished, meandering waterway 
throughout the subdivision which has water in it. There 
are also small groves of trees more or less following the 
path of the waterway. The subdivision faces Ray Road 
for probably 1/2 to 3/4 mile. My friend and I spoke 
with the security guard, who said he had not heard of 
anything 'strange' being seen in the area. It was his 
first night on duty, but other guards had not reported 
seeing anything. His shift ends at 5 a.m. i gave him 
our Hotline number and asked him to call if he or other 
guards saw anything strange that could not be 
explained. 

I received word of a second Chandler sighting 
occurring Sunday, August 21 at 4:40 p.m. with only 
one observer. It occurred near the intersection of 
Chandler Blvd. and McQueen (NE quadrant). The caller, 
who prefers anonymity, was lying in a lounge chair 
watching his children. The day was clear and hot, with 
a southwest wind. There were light, puffy clouds with 
a storm building in the southeast. The sun was behind 
him as he faced east*northeast. 

The clouds had dissipated when he sighted an 
object almost directly overhead. He watched it for 
about two minutes ... it traveled east in a straight line. 
He watched the object until it faded from view due to 
distance. The object was silvery white, vaguely egg- 
shaped, and seemed to pop into existence and then 
moved with the smaller end leading. Its speed was 
approximately 300 knots or 345 mph. He detected no 
sound from the object, and it did not leave a trail. No 
structural details were observed, but he got the 
impression of three dimensionality. It did not wobble, 
rotate, change appearance, or vary its course or speed. 

About 15 to 20 minutes later a DC-9 came 
overhead at approximately 25,000 feet, in 
approximately the same direction of travel. The object 
was apparently about 1/4 the size of the DC-9. The 
observer did hear the aircraft; it took about 90 seconds 
to traverse the same distance, at about 350 knots. 

The object traveled in the direction of the Crystal 
Bay subdivision to the east, where we believe another 
sighting occurred during the latter part of July, about 2- 
1/2 miles away.

THE OMINOUS MEN IN BLACK 

The visit reportedly came in 1976 while 
Dr. Herbert Hopkins was working as a 
consulting hypnotist on an alleged UFO 
abduction case in Maine. One night when he 
was home alone, the physician said, he got a 
telephone call from a man who claimed to 
represent a New Jersey UFO research group 
(Hopkins would later discover that the 
group did not exist). The caller asked to see 
Hopkins in order to discuss the abduction 
case with him, and the doctor assented. He 
would later reflect upon how odd it was that 
he had so readily agreed to share the matter. 

At the time, however, Hopkins did not even 
find it odd that an extraordinary visitor was 
on his doorstep only seconds after the phone 
call ended. The man was hairless—bald, 
and without eyebrows or eyelashes. He wore 
a black suit, a black tie, and a gleaming 
white shirt—all immaculate and precisely 
pressed. "I thought, He looks like an 
undertaker," Hopkins said later. The man 
also had a dead-white face and wore what 
appeared to be lipstick. 

Apparently put off by none of this, the 
doctor sat with the stranger and talked about 
the details of the case for some time. 
Eventually, Hopkins noticed that the man's 
speech seemed to be slowing and that his 
movements were unsteady as he rose to 
leave. His cryptic parting words to his host 
were, "My energy is running low. Must go 
now. Goodbye." Only after his guest had 
staggered off did Hopkins find himself 
shaken, cognizant at last of the incident's 
strangeness. 

Despite certain anomalies, the mysterious 
visitor was not untypical of the fabled Men 
in Black, or MIB, as they are knowrv> 
beings, outwardly human yet plainly not 
human, who are said to emerge as the 
threatening presences in the lives of UFO 
witnesses or researchers. Since the late 
1950s, MIB have become a curious adjunct 
of some UFO sightings and have attained 
near-mythic status in their own right. 


some involve pale creatures such as the one 
Hopkins described, the MIB are more 
usually depicted as dark-skinned and 
somehow foreign looking, often with slanted 
eyes. Although they sometimes appear 
singly, they usually travel in threes. Many 
are said to show surprise and puzzlement at 
such mundane items as ballpoint pens and 
eating utensils. Nearly all have in common 
their somber attire of dauntingly neat black 
suits, black ties, and white shirts. 

Some reportedly speak with peculiar 
accents, and their language is either 
excessively formal or prone to the jarring 
slang of dated Hollywood B movies ("Look, 
boy, if you value your life and your family's 
too, don't talk any more about this sighting 
of yours," a UFO witness quotes one of the 
Men in Black as saying). 

As reports have it, MIB personalities tend to 
be robotic; they usually seem neither warm 
nor malign. Nevertheless, they appear 
menacing. Some, such as the one who 
supposedly visited Or. Hopkins, instill fear 
merely by their presence. Others 
supposedly intimidate their victims with 
threats of bodily harm, although there has 
never been a report of any MIB resorting to 
violence. In all cases, MIB mission seems to 
be to dissuade people from talking about UFO 
experiences or seeldng information about 
them. An early and persistent theory about 
the Men in Black was that they were 
government agents who were bent on 
obscuring truths about UFOs. That notion 
gradually lost currency, however— 
probably because eccentricities of the MIB 
outstripped all but the nrwst paranoid 
imaginings about nefarious federal 
conspiracies. Most present thinking is that 
either the encounters with MIB are 
illusions conjured by persons shaken by 
real or imagined encounters with UFOs, or 
they are hoaxes.
